BUT NET INCOME 


EDMONTON (BUP) Agricul- 
ture production in Atberta last 
year reach?d its nd-higheast 
level on record, Cash income from 
the sale of farm products was up, 


but net income cf th? ; vince's 
250.0Q9 farmers Go o-d well b2- 
low 1951. There were more. than 


84,009. farms 
»Provincial Agriculiure Minister 
Ure made ths2 disclosures as. the 
agriculture department issued its 
. Sumniary of statistics. 

Total agricultural production 
last year was valued @& $804,511,- 
Q09 compared to $762,049,000 in 
1951. Volume of production was 
scaled at 174, using the 1935-30 
average as 100. It was the second 
highest year on record, the all- 
time high being estatblished in 
1942. , 

Net farm income, however, was 
down from 1951, to $372,328,000 
compared to $401,309,000 the pre- 
vious year, This was despite a rise 
in gross cash income, from $470,- 
287.900 to $509,009,000. 

Tota! value of field crops—the 
major cne of which was wheat 
followed by barley and oats— 
reached $559,644,000, an increase 
from $503,067,000 in 1951. Total 
acreage of 14,276,978 acres was up 
from the previous year’s level of 
14,077,395 acres. 


Total livestock production, in- 
cluding dairy and poultry products 
was vaiucd at $244,867,000, which 
was a drop from the 1951 value 
of $253,982,000. 

The lower value was reflected 
in lower numbers of livestock and 
decreased dairy production. Live- 
stock in Alberta dropped from 
261,000 to 239,700, head and dairy 
production declined from 734,548,- 
000 pounds to 686,000 pounds..

EDMONTON (‘BUP)--A child, 
whose family is claiming family 
allowance benefits on his behalf, 
may now work for wages provid- 
ing he attends school regularly, 
H. C. L. Gillman, regional direc- 
tor of the Department of Health 
and Welfare says. He was an- 
nouncing changes in regulations 
governing the distribution of fam- 
ily allowances in Alberta. 

Another regulation states that a 
person moving to a new address, 
must notify the office within 90 
days, or forfeit the allowance for 
this period. Should the depart- 
ment be notified of the change in 
address after 90 days have elaps- 
ed, the payments will start the 
month after the notification. 

During June, 149,117 families re- 
ceived allowances on behalf of 
$26,225 children.

This is e “concurrent 
disinfecticn’ is much more ef- 
fectual than * nal disinfection” 
which is an attempt. to cleaa. up 
the entire house when the “germs” 
are Widely spread at the end of t 
cases, Proper concurrent disinfec- 
tion does away with the need for 
terminal disinfection or very mat- 
erially reduces it. 

Whenever. possible, disch 
from communicable disease cases 
which may carry the infecting ov- 
fanism should be destroyed by 
burning or by dive steam in a 
proper sterilizer. 

Ordinary clothing anc bed cloth- 1 
ing’can be adequately disinfected | 
by, boiling in water for a few min- 
utes and this is the proper system 
of destroying infection on dishes. 

Thorough washing of dishes, | 
clothing, bed frames and the floars | 
and woodwork of the sick room 
has been found in practice to be 
a very. effectual method of remov- 
ing or destroying the infective or- 
ganisms of all our ordinary com- 
municable diseases. 

There are a large number of 
antiseptics which work very well 
when properly used. The mixing of 
two ‘antiseptics may actually re- 
duce their efficiency as the two 
chemicals may interfere with each 


tern 


other. 
To effectively disinfect, any | 
chemical must come into intimate 


contact with the object to be dis- 
infected and must have time to act. 
With many chemicals temperature 
is an important factor; most dis- 
infectants being much less active 
when the temperature is down 
close to freezing point. 

The following methods may be 
used: 

Domestic Lye--A heaping tea- , 
spoonful of lye is effectual in dis- 
infecting body excretions. If the 
substance to be disinfected is solid 
it should be broken up to improve 
contact. Enough water is added to 


completely cover the substance, 
Time necessary--30 minutes. 
Liquid Carbolic-Enough of a 


saturated solution (in water) 
should be used to just cover the 
material to be disinfected. Time 
necessary -30 minutes. 

‘Compound Cresol Solution can be 
purchased at any drug store. One 
part of cresoe solution should be 
added for every ten parts of sub- 
stance to be disinfected. Add 
enoygh water to just cover the 
material. Time necessary--30 min- 
utes. 

‘Lysol'is very similar to com- 
pound cresoe solution and may be 
used in the same way. 

Chloride of Lime may be used if 
the contents of the package has

or cultivation of the stubble, parti- 
cularly when the crop has been 
severely attacked by ergot, to bury 
the fallen ergot bodies deeply in the 
soul, and (4) early cutting of wild 
and cultivated grasses. 

The ergot coptrol measure we 
want to emphasize at this time is! 
the early cuttmg of susceptible 
wild and cultivated grasses (brome, 
quack grass, blue grass, etc.) grow- 
ing near grain fields. These should 
be cut soon after they come into 
head. This will prevent the forma 
tion of ergot bodies in the grass 
heads.

Prime Minister Uses “Cold Facts” 
To Dispel “Hot Air’ 


The Progressive Conservative 
promise to cut taxes by $500,000,- 
000 was an attempt to “mislead 
the public,” Prime Minister Louis 
St. Laurent said Saturday as he 
linked by implication this promise 
to a similar one made, but not ful- 
filled, by the U.S. Republican 
party in the last U.S. federal elec- 
tion. 

In his first reference to U.S. 
politics during this campaign, the 
prime minister implied that. the 
Republican party was elected by 
promising’ the. voters such “hot 
air” as tax cuts they couldn’t de- 
liver. 

‘ He made the’ statement before 
600 persons in the Palliser Hotel 
*saturday at a luncheon sponsored 
by the Calgary North and Calgary 
South Liberal: Associations. The 
“prime minister was introduced by 
Harold W. Riley, QC, Liberal can- 
Gidate in Calgary North, and 
thanked by E, J. McCormick, party 
candidate in Calearv South 

In a chatty amiable manner, Mr. 
St. Laurent made. the remarks 
about the U.S. political scene 
while issuing a blast against the 
Conservative 16-point platform, He 
cid not mention the U.S. by name 
but spoke of ‘another country” 
that had given aid to free coun- 
tries but not to Canada. However, 
his reference to ‘‘mink coats” made 
it obvious he was speaking of the 
US. 


The American reference follow- 


ed an attack he made on an 
editorial in a Conservative news- 
paper which had charged him with 


telling “bedtime” stories of the 
depression of the 1930's. Cana- 
dians, the editorial said, should 


now know the difference between 
“hot air and cold facts.” 

Mr. St. Laurent denied the Lib- 
erals ever had portrayed the Con- 
Servalives as makers of the 
pression, but he agreed Canadians 
should know the difference between 
“hot air’ and “cold facts'’—he 
hot air of the Progressive Conser- 
vative promises and the cold facts 
of Liberal policy 

“And now I have a little bel- 
time story with a moral,” said Mr. 
St. Laurent, 

“Once upon a time in another 
land a political party had been out 

f office so long it was apparently 
Willing to try any kind of hot air 
to blow its way in. 

“Now it so happened that gov- 
ernment of that other land had not 
been paying its way out of taxes 
and it had not been reducing the 
debt of the country and it had not 
been cutting taxes. In fact, its fi- 
nances had very little in common 
with Canada's in the last few years. 

“Well, this political party that 


de- 


had been out of office so long didn’t 
bother about these cold facts. Oh 
no, it just went merrily along 
promising to balance the budget 
and reduce taxes perhaps by the 
simple expedient of eliminating all 
the mink coats in that country. 

“And the people believed them 
and put them in office,” said Mr. 
St. Laurent. He couldn't say what 
had happened to the mink coats 
Canada hadn't had that kind of 
problem for some time—-‘‘but I can 
tell you that they haven't been 
able to keep their promises to 
balance the budget and they are 
begging the people not to ask them 
to keep their promises to reduce 
the taxes they find they need quite 
desperately to meet the cold facts 
of life.” 

While ridiculing Progressive Con- 
servative election pledges as “hot 
air,’ Mr. St. Laurent reiterated 
that the Liberals, while making no 
exact promises, will continue to 
make tax cuts if Canada's sen- 
sational income continues to rise 

On one point Mr. St. Laurent 
agreed with the Progressive Con- 
servatives—-it was time for a 
change from the Progressive Con-
